This magazine further says:

“Four states Rave already enacted a tax of one cent per gal-1 
Ion on gasoline,, making a total of 18 states which utilize this 
source of revenue. 
Measures proposing the taxation of gasoline 
are now pending in two other states. 
Next year the legislatures 
of thirty-four states will convene and it is probable a number will 
enact gasoline taxes to augment their road funds. 
Very likely 
within a few years practically every state will be securing an im­ 
portant part of its road revenue from gasoline taxes.” 
With one exception, the state of Oregon, which has a gasoline 
tax of two cents per gallon, gasoline taxes so far imposed are 
uniformly one cent a gallon.

OLD QUARRY TO BE STADIUM 


Miniature California Mountain Can Be 
Put to Good Use at Comp ara ­ 
tively Small Expense. 


A short distance from Oakland, and 
marking tile terminus of u popular 
driveway along tile eastern shore of 
San Francisco inly, Is a 
miniatun 
mountain covering an area of about 
f» acres and 135 feet in height. 
It 
lias furnished a large amount of ma­ 
terial for building purposes, its bowels 
tieing quarried out in such fashion as 
to leave only a shell of tile original 
hill. 
About a million and a half cubic 
yards of stone have been removed by 
quarrying from the inside of tile hill. 
which has been thereby converted into 
a sort of rootless amphitheater, with 
a flat, smooth floor and an entrance 
through one si<h>, represented by a 
straight and narrow tunnel, this pas­ 
sage of entrance and exit being used 
for carrying out ti1 ■ blasted rock in 
small cars on rails. 
To some ingenious person the Idea 
occurred that tile hollow hill might 
be utilized for a stadium, and the 
scheme is soon to be carried out, title 
having been 
obtained 
by 
purchase 
from Ila* quarry company. It has cost 
tile company $1,500,(XXI to create the 
amphitheater as it stands (which is 
so much to tile good from tile buyers* 
point of view), and tile expense of 
putting it in shape for tile contem­ 
plated [mrpose will he relatively small, 
'l'lie above-mentioned tunnel is to 
lie converted into an ornamental en­ 
trance, with concrete columns. Directly 
opposite it is a vertical cliff more than

feet 
high 
and 
”00 
feet 
wide, 
against which a concrete stage will lie 
built. 'J'lie Moor (providing for a great 
arena) will he encircled by a concrete 
wall. from which concrete scuts will 
rise in tiers, with six concrete stair­ 
ways. 
Everything about the Stone Bowl, 
as it is to he called, will be extremely 
Greek. 
It will have seating capacity 
of 12.">,000 persons, and the arena will 
In* large enough for football and base­ 
ball 
games,
